Letters of the 29th ult. N.S. from Genoa fay, that 
the Queen of Hungary having defir'd to burrow a confi- 
derable Sum of Money of that Republick, the Banker 
fhe employ’d for that Purpofe had aétually raifed Sub- 
{criptions to the Value of a Million of Florins; but that 
he return’d them back again; from whence it is inferr’d, 
that the Court of Vienna had found it eafier to raife the 
Money elfewhere. 

An Exprefs is arriv’d from Petersburg with the Treaty 
betwixt Ruffia and — reat Britain, fign’d in Form by Mr. 
Finch and the Czar. ° “ititers. It confirms all former 
Engagements betwixt the two Crowns; and three Po- 
tentates are invited to accede to it. 

We are affur’d from Bruffels as well as Francfort, that 
on the 17th ult. a Convention was fign'’d between the 
Queen of Hungary and the Courts of Ruffia and Saxony, 
by virtue of which the two latter are to fend Forces to 
the Queen’s Affiftance ; and they talk alfo of a Treaty 
concluded between her Majefty and the Courts of Ruflia 
and Great Britain. 

The Prefents whichthe Court of Vienna is faid tohave 
made to the Turkifh Ambaflador amount to the Value 
of 50000 Florins, which is more tis obferv’d by zo000 
than the Count d’Uhlefeld has receiv'd from the Porte. 

They write from Hanover, that all the Officers of 
the Troops of that Electorate are getting their Field 
Equipages ready with all Expedition, his Majefty hav- 
ing fignify’d his Intention to review thofe Forces as 
foon as he arrives, that they may be ready for a March. 
They add, that feveral Foreign Minifters are foon ex- 
pected there, to concert Meafures with that Court for 
removing the Difficulties which retard the Ele@ion of 
an Emperor. 

Letters from the Spanifh Court at Aranjuez fay that 
Court has refus'd to accept the Letter prefented by the 
Great Duke of Tufcany’s Miniiter notifying the Birth 
of the Archduke ; and that the Northern Winds have 
rag’d in that Country for fo long time pait that the 
Climate is become extremely difagreeab!e.

Letters of the zgth ult. N.S. from Genoa fay, that 
the Queen of Hungary having defir'd to borrow a confi- 
derable Sum of Money of that Republick, the Banker 
fhe employ’d for that Purpofe had aétually raifed Sub- 
{criptions to the Value of a Million of Florins ; but tbat 
he return’d them back again; from whence it is inferr’d, 
that the Court of Vienna had found it eafier to raife the 
Money elfewhere. 

An Exprefs is arriv’d from Petersburg with the Treaty 
betwixt Ruffia and — reat Britain, fign’d in Form by Mr. 
Finch and the Czar. * “iuhiers. It confirms all fo: ner 
Engagements betwixt the two Crowns; and three Po- 
tentates are invited to accede to it. 

We are affur’d from Bruffels as well as Francfort, that 
on the 17th ult. a Convention was fign’d between the 
Queen of Hungary and the Courts of Ruffia and Saxony, 
by virtue of which the two latter are to fend Forces to 
the Queen’s Affiftance ; and they tall alfo of a Treaty 
concluded between her Majeity and the Courts of Ruifia 
and Great Britain. 

The Prefents whichthe Court of Vienna is faid tohave 
made to the Turkifh Ambaflador amount to the Value 
of 50000 Florins, which is more 'tis obferv’d by zo000 
than the Count d’Uhlefeld has receiv'd from the Porte. 

They write from Hanover, that all the Officers of 
the Troops of that Electorate are getting their Field 
Equipages ready with all Expedition, his Majefty hav- 
ing fignify’d his Intention to review thofe Forces as 
foon as he arrives, that they may be ready for a March. 
They add, that feveral Foreign Minifters are foon ex- 
pected there, to concert Mealures with that Court for 
removing the Difficulties which retard the Ele@ion of 
an Emperor. 

Letters from the Spanifh Court at Aranjuez: fay that 
Court has refus’d to accept the Letter prefented by the 
Great Duke of Tufcany’s Minifter notifying the Birth 
of the Archduke; and that the Northern Winds have 
rag’d in that Country for fo long time paft that the 
Climate is become extremely difagreeab!e.
